He Held All the Offices For One-Winter 


and Rather Enjoyed tue Experience, 
Tliouch It Is Presumed That He Wai 
Sometimes a Little Lonesome. 


There is a man in this town who was 


the supreme ruler of the whole comity 
for almost sis months. , Ho -was a Pooh 
Bah -with a vengeance. His name is E. 
J. Fox, and he is fond of telling how 
he ran Cavalier county in the first •win- 
ter of its existence. It came about in 
this way: 


Cavalier county had been named, but 


unorganized, for several years up to 
1884. It consisted of a largo strip of 
land, all owned by the government, ly- 
ing west of the western boundary line 
of Pembina county. About that time 
P. McHugh of Bathgate was elected as 
a representative of Pembina county in 
the legislature, and it occurred to him 
and to Attorney W. J. Mooney of the 
same village that it would be well to 
organize Cavalier county and add to it 
the threo ranges ill the western part of 
Pembina county. This western part of 
Pembina county was very much higher 
than the rest of the county, and was 
situated, the people said, and say yet, 
"on the mountain." So McHugh got a 
bill through the legislature defining 
Cavalier county as it is today. 


That was in the winter of 1884-3. 


A courthouse was' built at Laugdou, 
which was designated as the county 
seat, and at the election in November 
various county officers were elected. 
But none of tho county officers came to 
Langdon to live. It was already a bad 
winter, and they could see no reason 
why they should como' if there was 
some one there to take charge of tho 
records. So they united in asking E. J. 
Fox, a young man just from Canada, 
to take charge of tho offices until sum- 
mer. Fox accepted the position, or posi- 
tions, and in December took charge of 
the affairs of tho county. The. court- 
house was then a large building—in 
fact, too largo for use. Fox decided 
that it would be better to -leave it va- 
cant until spring, and he took up his 
abode in a OKO room "claim shack," the 
only other Trail Jing in town. This was 
about 15 by 20 i'eet in dimensions, and 
there ho lived and d;d business that 
winter. Ho was deputy clerk of the 
courts, county judge, county treasurer, 
county auditor and register of deeds. 
The sheriff lived in the country and the 
supcrintendeut of schools lived just 
across the Manitoba liiic. The sheriff 
did not serve out his term, for he w«s 
put in jailf01-shooting amaniu a fig}•' 
There was not another living soul with- 
in two miles. 


Fox lived entirely alone, and did his 


own cooking, except tho bread baking, 
which was done by a neighbor three 
miles away. Laugdon, though the coun- 
ty scut, was not yet a postomce. The 
postmaster of Olga, in the eastern part 
of the county, used to send over a large 
paclnige «t letter:- and papers about 
tv, ice a w-.vlc to tho people whom he 
kiiev liv.-.'l

He was kept 
l.-usy, however, for there were many 
tilings'., rc-gistcrings of mortgages and a 
few deeds. An average of two or three 
mcu woujrl como to see liim daily on 
business, but he saldom naw a woman. 
Nearly all the settlers near him at that 
time were bachelors, who afterward 
went back to Canada to get married; 
and indeed Fox did tho same. Every- 
body was poor, and yet they all seemed 
o cujoy themselves, though they had 
o haul their wheat from 50 to 75 miles 
o market. 


The winter passed very swiftly, and 


n the summer Jloouey and McHugli 
amc with their families. Then other 
ettlers began to pour in.

vent up, as if by magic, and in a few 
months there were a postoffieo,; and a 
!ozen dwellings. Talk of a railroad

Miles'ever had in. i all his experience as 
an Indian> fighter wnS'Vthat in; hi^eu- 
counter with Lame. Deer. It was in 
1877, when he was still a colonel, dur- 
ng his campaign against the Sioux and 
other hostile tribes, in the northwest, 


ne Deer and his, outlaws had been 


making trouble in Dakota, and Colonel 
Miles raided their village. He.tells the 
•est of the story in his personal recollec- 
dons thus: 
•> 


"In tho surprise and excitement of 


;ho wild onset of the charge a group of 
warriors was forced away from the rest. 
Before making the attack I had ordered 
our Sioux and Cheyenne Indians to call 
out to the Lame Dser Indians that if 
ihey threw down their arms and sur- 
rendered we would spare their lives. As 
we galloped up to this group of warriora 
they apparently recognized the purport 
of the demand and dropped their arms 
on the ground. In order to assure then 
of our good will'I., called out, "How- 
iow-kolaV (meaning friend), arid ex-; 
:ended my hand .to tho chief, Lame Deer, 
which he grasped, and in a few seconds 
more I would have secured him and the 
others, as, although he was wild and 
irembling with excitement, my adju- 
;ant, George W. Baird, was doing the 
same with the head warrior, Iron Star. 


"Unfortunately just at that time, one 


of our white scouts rode up and joined 
;he group of officers and soldiers with 
me. He had more enthusiasm than dis- 
cretion and, I presume, desired to insure 
my safety, cs he draw up his rifle and 
covered the Indian with it. Lame Deer 


this and evidently thought the 


young scout was going to shoot him. I 
mow of 110 other motive for his subse- 
quent act than the belief that he was to 
36. killed whether ho surrendered or not. 


As quick as thought, vfith one des- 


perate, powerful effort, he wrenched his 
laud from niine, although I tried to 
aold it, and grasped his rifle from the 
ground, ran backward a few steps, rais- 
ed his rifle to his eye and fired. Seeing 
ais determined face, his set jaw, wild 
iye and the open muzzle of his rifle, I 
realized niy dtmger and instantly whirl- 
ed my horse from him, and iu tMs quick 
movement the horse slightly settled back 
upon his haunches. At that moment tho 
rifle flashed within ten feet of m,e, the 
sullet whizzed past my breast, Tearing 
me unharmed, but unfortunately lulling 
a brave soldier near my side.'' ' 


Naturally the whole scattered band 


of Indians was instantly wiped out by a 
close and deadly firo from the soldiers. 
The incident is typical of the whole 
:eries. of Indian campaigns in which 
General Miles figured in the last quarter 
of a centuiy. The desire to treat the 
redskins as fellow men, constantly 
;hwarted by- the natural suspicions of 
iie savages themselves, is apparent all 
ihrough the book.

J. M. McOOIUVLA-OK'S 


An Interesting Philological Fact From 


France. 


The French author, Maurice Cabs, re- 


cently published in La Republique 
Prancaise an essay about the restaurants 
and eating houses of Paris, relating 
many interesting details. 
His story of 


how the term "restaurant" was first 
used is well worth repeating. For a long 
time inns and eating houses in France 
were only intended for the benefit of 
traveling people, for the people took 
their meals at. home, and restaurants 
were unknown. 
Tho first enterprise of 


the kind was founded iu Paris in 1765. 
A citizen by the name of Boulanger 
opened in the Kue des Pbulies an eating 
house where soup, meat, fowl and eggs 
were served. 
A chronicler relates that 


meals were served there on small, round, 
marble tables, and es'erythiug was scru- 
pulously eleooi. 


Over the entry to this first 'eating 


house the proprietor had hung a sign, 
upon which were the Latin words, "Ve- 
hite ad me omnes CJUEB stomacho labora- 
tis, et ego restaurabo vos" (Come unto 
me all ye whose stomachs need attention, 
and I will restore them). This is a par- 
ody on the well known Biblical quota- 
tion, "Come unto mo all ye who labor 
and are heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest,'' only in place of labor and heavy 
laden he said, "whose stomachs need at- 
tention." The word "restaurabo," from 
the Latin "restaurare" (restore or re- 
fresh), was the main characteristic of the 
new establishment and gave it its name. 
Boulanger amassed a large fortune, for 
his enterprise proved eminently success- 
ful, but he was soon imitated, some of 
his imitators becoming more famous 
than he, like Borel, at whoso place 120 
years ago meals could be had for 150 
francs ($80) per cover. 


Grant and Ilancock at a Nlgut Alarm. 
When Hancock's headquarters were 


reached, the party remained with him 
for some time, awaiting the arrival of

He was redlining upon one 
nf the seats of the ambulance, convers- 
ing with General Grant, who had dis- 
mounted and was sitting on the ground 
with his back against a tree, whittling 
a stick, when the sound of firing broke 
forth directly in front. Ilancock sprang 
up, seized his sword, which was lying 
near him, buckled it around his waist 
and cried, "My horse, my horse 1" The 
scene was intensely dramatic and re- 
called vividly to the bystanders the cry 
of Richard HI on the field of Bosworth. 
Grant listened a moment without chang- 
ing his position or ceasing his whittling' 
and then remarked: '"They are not fight- 
ing. The firing is all on one side. Itj 
takes two sides to start a fight." In a: 
few minutes the firing died away; and: 
it was found that the enemy was not 
advancing. The incident fairly illus-. 
trates the contrast in tho temperameata 
of these two distinguished/• soldiers.— 
general Horace Porter in Century.

-EXTRAVAGANT APFKOKIAT1ONS. 


Chairman Cannon of the Appropria- 


tions Committee of the House of Eepre- 
sentatives and* Representative Sayers, 
•who is at the head of the minority of 
the committee, have prepared tbeir 
statements of the appropriations of the 
Congress just ended for publication in 
the Congressional Record. Cannon says 
that in his judgment the appropriations 
are in excess of the demands of the 
public service, a fact which ho greatly 
'deplores. The total for the Congress 
is $1,043,437,018, which, he says, is $49,- 
705,812 more than the appropriations 
of the preceding Congress. 
Sayers 


makes the total appropriations of this 
Congress $54,187,812 in excess of the 
Fifty-third Congress. 


Cannon complains that ours is the 


only Government in the civilized world 
where the Executive branch of the 
Government assumes no 
degree of 


responsibility to the taxpayers for the 
expenditure of public money. 
The 


Legislative branch is wholly account- 
able to the people, as it passes the ap 
priation bills. 


What Mr. Cannon says of the National 


Legislature and the President is also 
true of State Governments. The ap- 
propriation bills are generally the last 
that reach the Executive department. 
Thoagh thej frequently appropriate 
money for doubtful purposes the sec- 
tions making such appropriations can- 
not be eliminated from the bill by the 
Executive and the bill as a whob must 
be approved or vetoed. As the Legis- 
lature generally adjourns before the 
Governor has time to scrutinize the 
various items in the bill a veto of the 
measure would clog the wheels of the 
Government or necessitate an extra 
session of the Legislature, and to avoid 
these contingencies" the bill is? ap- 
proved, though it may contain many 
objectionable features.

apparatus. It in uot intended, as a rule, 
to givo iu this column descriptions of 
American 
devices or 
achievements 


drawn from foreign publications. 
This 


subject ha1!, however, been taken up by 
the Kuglisli journal, Industries and 
Irou, and, although it states that an 
American process for renewing thesi 
lumps after tho filament has been bro- 
ken has been developed, it'does not give 
tho narno of inventors nor state that the 
process has come into anything like gen- 
eral application. 
Its description of the 


operation is therefore given for what it 
is worth. 


It states that a commercial success 


has been mado of a process for renewing 
burned out lamps which renders possible 
the use of tho old bulb at a very slight 
expense. By the now melnod the collar, 
or bare cud, of the lamp id not disturb- 
ed, the old filament being removed and 
the now one placed through a small hole 
ill tho lamp Imlb made by removing the 
tip. Tho small hole is subsequently clos- 
ed fcx.votly in the same manner as in the 
case of the new lamp, leaving nothing 
to iudicatn in tho finished, repaired 
lamp that it had over been opened. 


It. is sUiloil that some 400,000 lamps 


haw littm repaired by this method, the 
filament being inserted through the 
small hole referred to by a skillful twist 
oc tho liawl i-.ud neciired in position by a 
jx cuil carbon paste. Tho black deposit 
on the in.=icie of the bulb is removed by 
fitting thu l.uup to the holder and re- 
n:ovi!ig it in o gas furnace, while im- 
uir'li liely following this operation a 
si.vill g1!!.^ tube is inspd to the opening 
made in tlio bub, through which the 
lamp is exl-Lii: ,f j 
tv'hcu this has been 


done and tlio ir^t trace of air aud gas 
absorbed, a bio ,7pipe flarue is directed 
xipou tlir tluo.it of t!ie tube, which is. 
me]u'd into tho point exactly in every 
respecti a coia'tt-rpari. of the original 
lamp. —Provide uee Journal.
